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Public  Recreation  Areas 

North  Carolina  stretches  more  than  500  miles  from  the 
sandy  flatlands  adjacent  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  across  the 
gentle,  rolling  hills  of  the  piedmont  to  the  highest  mountains 
in  eastern  America. 

Here  the  outdoorsman  may  select  from  a  variety  of 
terrain  and  environmental  conditions  to  pursue  his  favorite 
outdoor  activity  whether  it  be  hiking  or  camping  or  a  number 
of  other  popular  pastimes. 

Located  here  is  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National 
Park,  America's  most  popular  National  Park  and  the  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway,  America's  most  traveled  Parkway.  Also  here 
is  the  nation's  first  National  Seashore,  Cape  Hatteras 
National  Seashore. 

Three  of  the  four  National  Forests  located  in  North 
Carolina  accommodate  campers  as  do  nine  of  the  25  State 
Parks.  Altogether,  more  than  60  public  campgrounds  in  North

All  of  the  state  and  federal  public  recreation  areas  offer 
excellent  hiking  opportunities. 

Streams  in  all  three  regions  of  the  state  offer  a  variety  of 
canoeing  challenges. 

Most  of  the  state's  campgrounds  are  privately-owned. 
There  are  more  than  300  private  campgrounds  in  North 
Carolina  with  more  than  15,000  individual  campsites. 

Outdoor  recreation  areas  listed  in  this  brochure  are 
keyed  to  the  coordinates  of  the  official  North  Carolina 
Highway  Map  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Travel 
Development  Section,  Department  of  Natural  and  Economic 
Resources,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  27611  or  by  stopping  at 
one  of  the  state's  Welcome  Centers  located  at  the  five 
interstate  highway  entrances.

North  Carolina  State  Parks  are  located  from  the  top  of 
Mount  Mitchell,  highest  peak  in  Eastern  America  to  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  near  Morehead  City  and  Beaufort. 

°  Access  to  all  parks  is  free;  however,  there  is  a  fee 
charged  for  overnight  camping.  The  parks  are  open  all  year 
’except  for  Mount  Mitchell  and  Mount  Jefferson  which  are 
closed  during  the  winter. 

Camping  is  available  at  developed  campgrounds  all 
year  round.  Each  individual  campsite  has  a  table,  outdoor 
fireplace,  tent  site  and  parking  space  for  a  car  or  trailer  except 
Mount  Mitchell  which  has  a  central  parking  area  and  tent 
camping  only. 


Each  campground  has  a  centra!  wash  house 
with  lavatories,  flush  toilets,  showers,  ap¬ 
proved  drinking  water  and  sewage  dis¬ 
posal.  There  are  no  electrical,  sewage  or 
water  connections  for  trailers. 

Reservations  for  periods  of  seven  days  or 
more  may  be  made  and  are  payable  in  ad¬ 
vance.  Maximum  stay  is  14  days.  Campers 
for  shorter  periods  of  time  are  assigned  sites 
and  pay  on  arrival.  For  full  description  of  all 
parks,  write  the  Division  of  Parks  and  Re¬ 
creation,  Department  of  Natural  and  Eco¬ 
nomic  Resources,  Box  27687,  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina  27611. 

WILDLIFE 

All  North  Carolina  State  Parks  are  wild¬ 
life  sanctuaries.  Hunting,  trapping  or  the 
molesting  of  birds  or  animals  is  prohibited. 
Firearms,  cats  and  dogs  (except  dogs  on  a 
leash  not  exceeding  six  feet  in  length)  are 
not  permitted.  No  pets  are  allowed  at  any 
time  in  the  swimming  areas,  cabins  or  cabin 
areas.

Fishing  in  the  North  Carolina  State  Parks 
is  subject  to  rules  and  regulations  of  the

KERR  RESERVOIR 
(BUGGS  ISLAND  LAKE) 

Kerr  Reservoir  (H,  J-1).  The  John  H.  Kerr 
Dam  and  Reservoir  is  a  multi-purpose  pro¬ 
ject  of  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 
The  project  came  into  being  as  a  result  of 
the  efforts  of  the  late  U.S.  Representative 
from  North  Carolina,  John  H.  Kerr  for 
whom  it  was  named.  The  48,900  acre  lake 
which  has  a  shoreline  of  800  miles  lies  in  a 
total  project  area  of  106,860  acres.  The  lake 
and  much  of  the  wooded  area  is  open  to 
the  public  for  recreational  purposes.  Pic¬ 
nicking,  camping,  boating,  swimming, 
fishing,  skiing,  hiking,  hunting,  and  sight 
seeing  are  popular  available  sports. 

Seven  major  areas  have  been  developed 
in  North  Carolina  by  the  Kerr  Reservoir 
Development  Commission,  an  official  state 
agency.  All  development  has  been  made  in 
accordance  with  a  master  development 
plan  prepared  by  the  Commission  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers. 
Development  and  operation  has  been  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public.  All  visitors  are 
welcome. 

KERR  RECREATION  AREAS

NATIONAL  FORESTS  IN 
NORTH  CAROLINA 

Developed  camping  facilities  at  three  of 
the  four  National  Forests  in  North  Carolina 
offer  the  camper  an  unrivaled  opportunity 
for  adventure  and  outdoor  thrills  in  the 
beautifully  rugged  Tar  Heel  mountains  and 
flatlands. 

Pisgah,  Nantahala,  Croatan  and  Uwharrie 
National  Forests  are  administered  by  the 
U.S.  Forest  Service  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Recreational  maps  are  avail¬ 
able  from  the  Forest  Supervisor,  National 
Forests  in  North  Carolina.  Post  office  box 
2750,  Asheville,  North  Carolina  28802. 
Phone  (704)  258-2850. 

National  Forests  in  North  Carolina  have  a 
total  area  of  1,129,000  acres  containing 
more  than  40  developed  recreational  areas 
which  are  accessible  by  main  highways  and 
Forest  Service  roads.  The  forests  offer  lake 
and  stream  fishing  as  well  as  hunting  for 
large  and  small  game.  Public  campgrounds 
have  sites  (with  toilet  facilities,  fireplaces 
and  drinking  water)  for  tents  and  trailers 
under  22  feet.  Campgrounds  are  available 
only  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  and 
the  maximum  stay  at  any  one  area  is  14  days. 
An  asterisk  beside  the  individual  camp¬ 
ground  listings  below  indicates  that  a  camp¬ 
ing  fee  is  charged.  The  normal  season  is 
Memorial  Day  through  Labor  Day.  Anyone 
interested  is  using  a  particular  area  on  other 
dates  should  contact  the  District  Ranger. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  Forest  Service 
areas  with  activities  available  at  each. 
Where  fishing  is  indicated,  North  Carolina 
State  Inland  Fishing  regulations  govern. 

U.S.  FOREST  SERVICE 
RECREATION  AREAS 

Pisgah  and  Nantahala  National  Forests 

Recreation  areas  in  the  Pisgah  and  Nan¬ 
tahala  National  Forests  have  sanitary  facili¬ 
ties,  safe  drinking  water  unless  indicated, 
and  single  family  units  composed  of  open 
fire  grate,  table  &  garbage  can.  Where  cam¬ 
ping  is  indicated,  gravel  tent  "platforms" 
are  included.  Trailers  under  22'  can  be 


accommodated  on  all  of  these.  Camping  is 
limited  to  a  14  day  period.  An  asterisk  (*) 
indicates  designated  areas  where  fees  are 
charged  for  camping.  Daily  permits  are 
available  on  the  individual  areas.  Many  of 
the  sites  are  closed  during  the  winter 
season.  Anyone  interested  in  using  a  parti¬ 
cular  area  before  Memorial  Day  or  after 
Labor  Day  should  contact  the  District 
Ranger. 

The  U.S.  Forest  Service  does  not  operate 
cabins  or  resort  hotels  on  lands  of  the 
National  Forests  in  N.  C.  However,  there  are 
numerous  facilities  of  this  sort  in  the  areas 
surrounding  the  forests.  Chambers  of  Com¬ 
merce  in  these  communities  will  be  glad  to 
furnish  information  concerning  such  facili¬ 
ties  upon  request.

SPECIAL  AREAS 

Pisgah  and  Nantahala  National  Forests 

PISGAH  NATIONAL  FOREST: 

Cradle  of  Forestry  in  America,  Pisgah  Dis¬ 
trict  —  The  first  school  in  America  for  pro¬ 
fessional  foresters  was  located  in  the  area 
known  locally  as  the  "Pink  Beds",  on  lands 
belonging  to  George  Vanderbilt  and  later 
sold  to  the  United  States.  It  was  begun  in 
1898  by  Dr.  Carl  A.  Schenck,  and  was  called 
Biltmore  Forest  School.  Interesting  attrac¬ 
tions  are  a  Visitor  Center  with  exhibits  of 
early  forestry,  and  a  movie,  also  a  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  early  campus  with  seven  of 
its  original  buildings.  Can  be  reached  via  US 
276.  5  miles  SW  off  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  at 
Wagon  Road  Gap  or  10  mi.  NW  off  NC  280. 
National  Forest  Picnic  and  Camping  areas 
are  nearby. 

Roan  Mountain,  Toecane  District  —  Eleva¬ 
tion  6,286'  panoramic  views,  famed  for 
spectacular  display  of  native  purple 
rhododendron.  Blooms  last  two  weeks  of 
June.  Check  local  papers  for  events  and 
dates  of  Rhododendron  Festival  held  on 
this  mountain  each  year.  13  mi.  N  of  Bakers- 
ville,  N.  C.,  take  Forest  road  off  NC  261  at 
Carver's  Gap. 


Linville  Gorge  Wilderness  Area,  Grand¬ 
father  District  —  This  7,600  acre  tract  is  set 
aside  to  provide  a  primitive,  natural 
environment.  It  is  a  treasure  of  native  flora 
and  fauna.  Plant  life  includes  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  rare  species.  The  steep  walls  of  the 
Gorge  enclose  Linville  River  which  des¬ 
cends  over  2,000'  in  only  12  miles.  Hunting 
and  fishing  are  permitted  under  State  regu¬ 
lations.  Primitive  camping  is  permitted; 
however,  extraordinary  precautions  with 
fire  are  necessary.  Access  is  by  foot  trails  off 
NC  105.  (See  Wiseman's  View  under 
Recreation  Areas).  A  permit  is  needed  to 
enter  the  area.  Permits  are  free  and  avail¬ 
able  at  the  District  Ranger's  Office. 

IMPORTANT 

Linville  Gorge  Wilderness  Area  is  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  most  experienced  hiker; 
therefore,  as  a  safety  measure,  all  hikers 
should  advise  National  Forest  District 
Ranger  at  Marion,  N.  C.,  about  any  plans  for 
hiking  in  the  Gorge. 

Shining  Rock  Wilderness  Area,  Pisgah  Dis¬ 
trict  —  Like  Linville  Gorge,  this  area  is  set 
aside  to  provide  a  primitive,  natural 
environment.  There  are  13,600  acres  in  the 
tract.  Its  outstanding  topographic  feature  is 
Shining  Rock  Mtn.,  an  out-cropping  of 
white  quartz,  from  which  the  area  gets  its 
name.  Elevations  range  from  3,500'  to  over 
6,000'.  Vegetation  cover  is  unique.  Primi¬ 
tive  camping  is  permitted,  but  extreme  cau¬ 
tion  with  fire  is  necessary.  Area  is  accessi¬ 
ble  by  trails  from  US  276  N  off  Blue  Ridge 
Parkway  at  Wagon  Road  Gap.  A  permit  is 
required  to  enter  the  area.  It  is  available 
free  from  the  District  Ranger's  Office. 

NANTAHALA  NATIONAL 
FOREST 

Joyce  Kilmer/Slickrock  Wilderness,  Cheoah 
District  —  This  14,500  acre  wilderness  es¬ 
tablished  in  1975  combines  the  3,840  acre 
Joyce  Kilmer  Memorial  Forest  with  the 
watershed  of  Slickrock  Creek  in  the  Unicoi 
Mountains  about  two  miles  southwest  of 
the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park 
along  the  North  Carolina-Tennessee  State 
Line.  Together  they  form  a  fitting  memorial 
to  the  author  of  "Trees"  and  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  adventurous  visitor  to  view  an 
unmarred  landscape  with  clear  streams, 
waterfalls,  virgin  forests  and  showy  flower¬ 
ing  shrubs.  A  permit  will  soon  be  required 
to  enter  the  area.  It  will  be  available  free 
from  the  District  Ranger's  Office. 

Wayah  Bald,  Wayah  District  —  Outstanding 
display  of  native  azalea,  including  the  un- 
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usual  white,  fragrant  one.  Blooms  about 
2nd  &  3rd  weeks  of  June,  I8V2  miles  W  of 
Franklin,  N.  C.,  via  US  64,  secondary  State 
road  1310  to  Wayah  Crest,  and  right  on 
Forest  Service  road  69.  Side  attraction  along 
the  way  is  Wilson  Lick  Ranger  Station,  first 
Ranger  Headquarters  (1918)  on  the  Nan- 
tahala  National  Forest.  Picnic  area  at  Wayah 
Crest. 

CROATAN  NATIONAL  FOREST 
(K-3,  K-4) 

Croatan  District,  Croatan  Admin  Site  4 
miles  southeast  of  New  Bern,  NC  on  US  70 
East  (435  Thurman  Road). 

Neuse  River  —  11  miles  southeast  of  New 
Bern  off  US  70.  Picnicking  (44  units), 
camping  (22  units),  swimming,  boating, 
fishing  and  water  skiing. 

Pine  Cliff  —  5  miles  southeast  of 
Havelock  off  State  Highway  101.  Picnick¬ 
ing  (13  units),  boating,  swimming,  fishing 
and  water  skiing. 

Cedar  Point  —  3.3  miles  southeast  of 
Swansboro  off  State  Highway  24.  Camp¬ 
ing  (43  units),  picnicking,  boating,  and 
fishing.

Uwharrie  Hunt  Camp  —  9  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Troy  off  State  Highway  109.  Cam¬ 
ping,  picnicking,  horse  riding,  and  trail 
walking. 

GREAT  SMOKY  MOUNTAINS 
NATIONAL  PARK  (B-2) 

Astride  the  North  Carolina-Tennessee 
border  is  America's  most  popular  National 
Park  which  encompasses  514,093  acres,  of 
which  about  one-half  is  located  in  North 
Carolina.  Within  the  Great  Smoky  Moun¬ 
tains  National  Park  is  Clingman's  Dome 
(elevation  6,642  ft).  Newfound  Gap  Road 
leads  through  the  Park.  The  main  North 
Carolina  entrance  is  near  Cherokee,  on  the 
Cherokee  Indian  Reservation  adjoining  the 
Park. 

Guided  nature  tours  are  available  from 
spring  through  October.  The  park  contains 
1,300  flowering  plants,  52  species  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals  and  130  species  of  trees. 


All  campgrounds  are  operated  on  a  first- 
come,  first-served  basis  and  no  camping 
reservations  are  accepted  for  individual 
campsites.  However,  reservations  may  be 
made  for  bona  fide  groups  such  as  scouts, 
churches,  schools,  etc.  Each  campsite  has  a 
table  and  fireplace.  Running  water,  rest¬ 
rooms  and  garbage  collection  are  available 
in  established  campgrounds.  There  are  no 
sewer  or  electrical  connections  for  trailers. 

Following  is  a  listing  of  the  campgrounds 
and  facilities  available  in  the  North  Carolina 
area  of  the  park: 

Smokemont  —  Adjacent  to  Newfound  Gap 
Road,  six  miles  north  of  Cherokee.  Open 
year  round,  there  is  a  seven-day  camping 
limt  from  May  15-October  31  and  14  day 
limit  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
There  are  142  individual  and  8  group  sites. 
Wood  and  camping  supplies  may  be  pur¬ 
chased  in  Cherokee. 

Deep  Creek  —  2  miles  north  of  Bryson  City. 
There  is  a  7-day  camping  limit  from  May  15 
through  October  31  and  14-day  limit  during 
rest  of  season.  There  are  122  individual  and 
six  group  sites.  Wood  and  supplies  are  avail¬ 
able  in  Bryson  City  and  at  the  Park  line. 

Balsam  Mountain  —  4  miles  west  of  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway  near  Heintooga  Overlook. 
7-day  camping  limit  from  May  15  through 
October  31  and  14-day  limit  during  remain¬ 
der  of  season.  38  sites. 

No  permit  is  required  for  camping  at 
designated  locations  but  one  is  required  for 
camping  elsewhere  in  the  Park,  except  at 
primitive  or  undeveloped  areas.  In  North 
Carolina,  these  include  Cataloochee  and 
Big  Creek  where  use  is  limited  to  7  days. 
Information  about  developed  campsites 
and  permits  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Superintendent's  Office,  Great  Smoky 
Mountains  National  Park,  Gatlinburg, 
Tennessee,  37738. 

FISHING 

Streams  are  open  from  mid-April  through 
mid-October.  A  state  license  is  required  but 
no  special  Park  permit  is  needed.  Two  Park 
streams  are  set  aside  as  year  round  "Fishing 
For  Fun"  streams  where  trout  or  bass  under 
12  inches  are  to  be  returned  immediately. 
Fishing  is  permitted  only  with  artificial  flies 
or  lures  with  one  hook. 

HIKING 

There  are  more  than  700  miles  of  horse 
and  foot  trails  in  the  Park.  Seventy-one 
miles  of  the  Appalachian  Trail  wind  through 
the  Park  and  there  are  17  trailside  shelters. 
Self  guided  trails  are  located  near  Cling- 
mans  Dome,  highest  point  in  the  Park 
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(elevation  6,642  feet)  which  also  offers  an 
observation  tower;  Balsam  Mountain  and 
Smokemont. 

Camping  is  permitted  along  the  Appala¬ 
chian  trail  only  at  trailside  shelters  and 
campsites.  A  permit  is  required  and  this 
may  be  obtained  from  any  park  ranger  or 
warden  or  upon  application  to  the  park 
superintendent.  Due  to  the  popularity  of 
the  Appalachian  Trail  it  is  usually  quite 
crowded;  therefore,  hikers  are  encouraged 
to  consider  using  some  of  the  numerous 
other  trails  within  the  Park.  A  selection  of 
them  are  listed  below: 


HIKING 

Andrews  Bald  (5860  ft.).  One  of  the  most 
popular  hikes  in  GSMNP.  East  family  trip 
through  hemlock  forest  to  delightful  grassy 
bald  with  good  views.  Especially  nice  when 
rhododendron  and  azalea  bloom  late  June. 
From  US  441  at  Newfound  Gap  take  Cling- 
man's  Dome  spur  road  7.6  mi.  to  end. 
Marked  hiking  trail  begins  W.  of  parking 
area.  After  1000  ft.  trail  forks — L  to  Andrews 
Bald,  R  to  Silers  Bald.  On  return,  watch  for 
sign  marking  right  turn  back  to  parking  lot. 
Easy  Roundtrip  4  miles. 

Balsam  Corner  (6040  ft.)  and  Cataloochee 
Mtn.  (6122  ft.)  from  Round  Bottom.  Trail 
goes  through  cool  spruce  and  balsam  forest 
in  GSMNP.  Excellent  spring  and  campsite 
with  shelter  near  Balsam  Corner.  Hike  starts 
at  Round  Bottom  parking  area  beside 
Straight  Fork,  beautiful  unpolluted  stream. 
Take  Big  Cove  Road  for  9  mi.  N  from  US 
441,  near  end  of  BR  Pkwy.  Where  pavement 
ends,  turn  right  onto  Straight  Fork  Road;  go 
5  mi.  to  Round  Bottom  parking  area.  Walk 
up  road;  cross  concrete  bridge.  About  150 
yards  beyond  bridge,  go  left  onto  faint 
Ledge  Bald  Trail.  Make  steady  gradual  climb 
to  Balsam  Divide.  Continue  north  on  ridge 
across  summit  of  Balsam  High  Top  till  trail 
forks.  Fork  is  Balsam  Corner.  Right  to  Cata¬ 
loochee  Mtn.  and  Mt.  Sterling;  left  to  Tri¬ 
corner  Knob  and  Mt.  Guyot  on  AT. 
Strenuous  Roundtrip  72  mi.  camping. 

Cataloochee  Valley  (2643  ft.)  from  Paul's 
Gap.  Leave  BR  Pkwy  mi.  458.2  on  Heintooga 
spur  road.  Park  in  GSMNP  at  Paul's  Gap  (or 
Poll's  Gap)  6.1  mi.  N.  Take  Trail  NE  on  old 
railroad  grade  about  2  mi.  Turn  R  onto  fine 

Window  Falls  at  Hanging  Rock  State  Park 
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trail  for  Cataloochee  Valley.  At  fork,  take 
sharp  R  onto  Caldwell  Fork  Trail  and  des¬ 
cend  to  ranger  station  in  magnificent  valley 
with  many  reminders  of  early  settlers. 
Strenuous  Roundtrip  14  mi.  Can  be  com¬ 
bined  with  Pretty  Hollow  Gap  described 
below. 

Ciingmans  Dome  (6642  ft.)  (AT).  Clingmans 
Dome  is  highest  mtn.  in  GSMNP,  third 
highest  in  eastern  America,  and  highest 
point  at  AT.  Observation  tower  provides 
splendid  panoramic  view  above  balsam  firs. 
Drive  SW  1.3  mi.  to  Indian  Gap  on  Cling¬ 
mans  Dome  spur  road  from  US  441  at  New¬ 
found  Gap.  Park  and  go  SW  on  AT,  which 
passes  through  gap  just  west  of  spur  road. 
Take  side  trail  for  last  50  yds.  to  tower. 
Strenuous  Roundtrip  12  mi. 

Crabtree  Bald  (5320  ft.)  From  this  summit 
can  be  seen  all  49  mountains  in  western 
N.C.  over  6000  ft.  high.  Take  NC  209  for  6 
mi.  N  from  US  19  at  Junaluska.  Turn  R  onto 
SR  1503  near  Crabtree-lronduff  School.  Go 
2  mi.;  turn  L  onto  Bald  Creek  Road,  SR  1505. 
Go  3  mi.;  park  where  Indian  Branch  crosses 
under  road.  Cross  pasture  gate  on  left,  walk 
up  paths  and  jeep  trail  to  ridge  line.  Go  SW 
on  crest  to  Crabtree  Bald,  identified  by  an¬ 
tenna  on  top.  NC  209  also  accessible  from 
Fines  Creek  exit  on  1-40  if  coming  from 
west.  Moderate  Roundtrip  7  mi. 

Charlie's  Bunion  (5375  ft.)  from  Newfound 
Gap  (AT).  Remarkably  fine  family  hike  in 
GSMNP.  Good  all  year  —  even  in  snow. 
Walk  east  on  AT  from  US  441  at  Newfound 
Gap.  At  3  mi  pass  Ice  Water  Spring  Shelter. 
Descend,  circling  Masa  Knob  (named  for 
pioneer  photographer  of  Smokies  and  Blue 
Ridge,  a  charter  member  of  Carolina 
Mountain  Club).  At  4  mi.  reach  bare  rocks 
of  Charlie's  Bunion,  where  in  1925  great 
landslides  revealed  rocky  backbone  under¬ 
lying  Smokies.  Good  views  here  of  Mt.  Le 
Conte.  Moderate  Roundtrip  8  mi. 

Pretty  Hollow  Gap  (5200  ft.)  from  Cataloo¬ 
chee  Valley,  in  GSMNP.  Graded  trail  easy 
after  climb  first  2.5  mi.  Much  of  route  is 
high  on  gorge  above  beautiful  stream.  Take 
US  276  for  5.8  mi.  N  from  US  19  at 
Dellwood;  turn  L  onto  SR  1395  (old  NC  284) 
just  before  1-40  entrance.  Go  7.9  mi.;  turn  L 
onto  paved  road.  After  2.9  mi.;  turn  L  at 
bridge  in  Cataloochee  Valley;  drive  2  mi.  to 
bridge  at  old  schoolhouse.  Park  near  gate  to 
dirt  road;  cross  gate  and  head  west.  Follow 
trail  signs  up  creeks  to  Pretty  Hollow  Gap. 
Worthwhile  to  go  2  mi.  more  to  Mt.  Sterling 
with  magnificent  views  from  tower, 
Strenuous  Trip  can  be  combined  with  Cata¬ 
loochee  Valley  described  above.  Round¬ 
trip  12  mi. 


Haoe  Overlook  (5249  ft.),  Joyce  Kilmer 
Memorial  Forest.  Part  of  the  Nantahala  Na¬ 
tional  Forest,  Joyce  Kilmer  Memorial  Forest 
is  an  impressive  remnant  of  virgin  wilder¬ 
ness  with  immense  trees  and  great  variety 
of  plants  and  shrubs  undisturbed  by  man. 
From  railroad  track  across  US  129  in  center 
of  Robinsville,  go  NW  8.3  mi.  along  Lake 
Santeetlah.  Turn  L  onto  side  road.  After  0.5 
mi.  turn  R  into  entrance  to  Kilmer  Forest. 
Go  6.1  mi.;  park  in  picnic  area  at  deadend. 
Take  graded  trail  on  north  side  of  area. 
Walk  N  to  Jenkins  Meadow  and  Haoe  Over¬ 
look,  with  great  panoramic  view.  For  a  cir¬ 
cle  of  9  mi.  continue  to  Naked  Ground  and 
Stratton  Bald;  return  to  Naked  Ground;  go 
SE  down  Little  Santeetlah  Creek  through 
heart  of  forest  to  parking  area.  Strenuous 
Roundtrip  8  mi.  camping. 


Cheoah  Bald  (5062  ft.)  from  Stecoah  Gap 
(AT).  Panorama  from  top  is  so  superb  that 
Cheoah  Bald  has  been  called  "The  Grand¬ 
stand  of  the  Smokies."  Leave  NC  28  in  gap 
just  W  of  Stecoah;  go  on  Sweetwater  Road 
(SR  1211)  for  2  mi.  SW  to  Stecoah  Gap, 
where  AT  crosses.  Park,  follow  white  bla¬ 
zes;  climb  SE  very  steeply  on  AT  to  crest  of 
narrow  ridge,  where  trail  levels  for  about  a 
mile.  At  2.4  mi.,  descend  into  Locust  Gap; 
water  200  yds  R.  Continue  to  summit  of 
Cheoah  Bald  at  4.3  mi.  Strenuous  Roundtrip 
8.6  mi.  Camping. 

Sandymush  Bald  (5152  ft.).  Spectacular 
mountain  pastures  with  extraordinary  views 
of  farm  country  in  valleys  far  below.  Park  at 
Doggett  Gap  on  NC  63  on  divide  25  mi.  NW 
of  Asheville  post  office.  Walk  SW  up  farm 
road.  At  3rd  gate,  enter  sweeping  pasture 
with  shack  to  R  and  spring  in  ravine  (L). 
Skirt  L  around  small  mtn.  ahead  and  sight 
Sandymush  Bald,  highest  mtn.  to  SW, 
reached  by  generally  following  fence  SW 
for  100  mins.,  sticking  to  SW  path  at  corners. 
Moderate  Roundtrip  10  mi. 

Black  Mountain  (4286  ft.)  from  cradle  of 
Forestry.  From  BR  Parkway  mi.  411.9  drive 
4.0  mi.  S.  on  US  276  to  Cradle  of  Forestry. 
Near  E  end  of  parking  area,  walk  up  grated 
road  about  200  ft;  just  past  gate,  turn  L  (S) 
up  Black  Mtn.  Trail,  following  orange 
markers  40  min.  in  steady  climb  to  Club 
Gap;  go  L  at  gap,  following  white  triangle 
markers  up  ridge  that  climbs  Rich  Mt.  To 
Buckhorn  Gap  and  crosses  narrows  with 
fine  views  between  Clawhammer  Mtn.  and 
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Black  Mtn.  Descend  past  Hickory  Knob  and 
Little  Hickory  Knob  to  Forest  Service  depot 
on  US  276.  Views  best  in  winter  without 
foliage.  Visit  to  Cradle  of  Forestry  is  recom¬ 
mended.  Here  in  1898,  forestry  in  America 
was  first  practiced  and  first  taught.  Out¬ 
standing  alternate  trip  after  reaching 
Buckhorn  Gap  —  follow  blue  triangle 
markers  to  W  to  Avery  Creek;  then  orange 
markers  SW  to  White  Pines  Cpgr.  on  US  276. 
Moderate  Roundtrip  8  mi. 

Catawba  Falls  (2400  ft.).  Popular  family  trip 
to  impressive  waterfalls  on  headwaters  of 
Catawba  River.  At  railroad  station  on  US  70 
in  Old  Fort,  turn  S  onto  Catawba  St.;  after 
0.5  mi.  cross  under  1-40;  immediately  turn  R 
onto  exit  ramp  and  go  0.05  mi.  Turn  onto  SR 
1274  on  L;  go  3  mi.  to  bridge  to  end  of  road; 
park.  Cross  bridge;  walk  up  farm  road  0.25 
mi.  to  ford.  Cross  river;  walk  upstream, 
passing  abandoned  powerhouse  and  dam. 
Easy  ascent.  When  road  runs  out  after  35 
min. and  becomes  stream  bed,  walk  on  left 
bank  15  paces;  then  right  bank  for  55  paces. 
Next  go  sharply  L  (S)  across  stream,  continu¬ 
ing  S  for  175  paces  (Keeping  straight  (L)  at 
each  junction)  to  base  of  lower  Catawba 
Falls,  graceful,  cascading  type.  Note  turn 
just  made  at  stream;  easy  to  go  wrong  on 
return.  Upper  falls,  plunging  into  large 
pool,  are  reached  in  30  min.  on  steep  slip¬ 
pery  trail  climbing  beside  lower  falls.  Easy 
Roundtrip  3.5  mi. 

Cold  Montain  (6030  ft.).  One  of  the  best 
known  major  mountains  in  area.  Remark¬ 
able  views.  From  junction  NC  110,  NC  215, 
and  US  276,  5  mi.  S.  of  Canton,  turn  S  onto 
NC  215.  Go  5.2  mi,  turn  L  (E)  onto  SR  1129 
(Little  East  Fork  Rd.).  After  3  mi.,  turn  L  (E) 
onto  Sorrell  Creek  Rd.  at  sharp  curve;  go 
0.15  mi.;  park;  walk  old  road  SE  up  creek; 
after  6  min.,  yellow  blazes  appear;  follow 
these  25  mins.,  leaving  them  when  they 
make  sharp  L  (NW);  continue  50  paces  up¬ 
stream  and  follow  red  blazes,  leaving 
bolder  trail  headed  NE,  reach  Deep  Gap  in 
25  min.  From  gap,  follow  yellow-blazed  Art 
Loeb  Trail  (NE)  30  min.  to  spring;  continue  5 
min.  to  open  slope  of  summit  of  Cold  Mtn. 
Two-hour  walk  each  way.  Strenuous 
Roundtrip  8  mi.  Camping. 

Perrin  Knob  (4000  ft.).  Easy  40  min.  hike  in 
Pisgah  National  Forest.  Tower  on  summit. 
Many  wildflowers  in  May  —  violets,  butter¬ 
cups,  pink  lady's  slipper,  trilium,  pussy  toes, 
park  at  Bent  Creek  Gap,  BR  Pkwy  mi.  400.3; 
jeep  trail  up  to  tower  starts  on  pkwy.  Level 
at  NW  corner  of  overpass.  Hike  23  min.  to 
fork  where  small  stream  crosses;  go  sharply 
L  to  tower.  Alternate  auto  route  via  NC  191 
to  Powhatan  Cpgr.,  where  gravel  road  leads 

Climbing  at  Crowders  Mountain 
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SW  up  to  Bent  Creek  Gap.  Easy  Roundtrip  3 
mi. 

Art  Loeb  Trail  (6030  ft.).  A  linking  of  out¬ 
standing  trails  in  Pisgah  National  Forest  to 
memorialize  the  late  Arther  J.  Leob,  officer 
of  the  Carolina  Mountain  Club  and  execu¬ 
tive  of  Olin  Industries,  who  was  held  in  high 
esteem  by  associates  in  hiking,  conserva¬ 
tion,  and  industry.  The  trip  offers  an  ideal 
venture  for  Boys  Scouts  or  anyone  seeking 
an  extended  hiking  experience.  Shelters 
and  other  refinements  have  been  pro¬ 
vided.  Entire  trail  marked  with  direction 
signs,  yellow  blazes  and  silhouette  of  hiker. 
Section  I  (12.5  mi.):  Starts  on  US  64  3.3  mi.  N 
of  Brevard  P.  O.  along  W  bank  of  Davidson 
River,  going  W  of  Kagle  Mtn.  Trail  via  Cat 
Gap  to  Gloucester  Gap.  Section  II  (5  mi.): 
Goes  N  from  Gloucester  Gap  (See  Trail  71) 
via  Pilot  Mtn.  through  Farlow  Gap  to  BR 
Pkwy  (mi.  421.4).  Section  III  (4.5  mi.): 
Climbs  N  from  BR  Pkwy  (mi.  421.8)  on 
Shuck  Ridge,  crosses  Silvermine  Bald, 
follows  Pisgah  Ledge  and  Shining  Rock 
Ledge,  ends  at  Ivestor  Gap.  Section  IV  (6 
mi.):  Starts  at  Ivestor  Gap,  enters  Shining 
Rock  Wilderness,  crosses  N  on  Flower 
Knob,  Shining  Rock  and  Stairs  Mtn.  ending 
on  summit  of  famed  Cold  Mtn.  (6030  ft.)  via 
Deep  Gap.  Strenuous  Roundtrip  56  mi. 
Camping. 

Pilot  Mountain  (5151  ft.).  Views  from  sum¬ 
mit  in  all  directions  revealing  majesty  and 
wildness  of  this  section  of  Pisgah  National 
Forest.  In  mid-May,  slopes  of  mountain  are 
covered  with  overwhelming  display  of 
pinkshell  azalea  in  full  bloom.  From  US  276, 
turn  W  (R)  onto  Davidson  River  Road  (For¬ 
est  Service  475)  9.8  mi.  S.  of  Wagon  Road 
Gap,  mi.  411.9  BR  Pkwy  (or  5.25  mi.  N.  of 
Junction  NC  280  &  US  64);  go  6.2  mi.  to 
Gloucester  Gap,  keeping  L  at  junctions; 
park  near  5-foot  stone  slab  standing  at  junc¬ 
tion  with  Cathey's  Creek  Road  (Forest  Ser¬ 
vice  471).  Climb  NW  (R)  on  Art  Loeb  Trail 
following  yellow  blazes  and  silhouette  of 
hiker.  Frequent  switchbacks  make  ascent 
moderate.  Reach  summit  in  1.5  hrs.  For  dif¬ 
ferent  return  route,  continue  N  from  sum¬ 
mit,  descending  opposite  side  of  mountain 
of  jeep  road  (Forest  Service  229),  which  can 
be  followed  R  (S)  back  to  Gloucester  Gap. 
Moderate  Route  trip  6  mi.  Camping. 

Mt.  Mitchell  (6684  ft.).  From  Black  Mtn. 
Campground.  Mt.  Mitchell  is  highest  point 
in  eastern  America.  Lookout  tower  with 
great  panoramic  views  on  summit.  While  an 
auto  can  drive  nearly  to  top,  the  most 
rewarding  approach  is  to  hike  from  Black 
Mtn.  Cpgr.  on  South  Toe  River.  Cpgr. 


reached  by  turning  off  BR  Pkwy  33  mi.  N.  of 
Asheville  at  Deep  Gap,  mi.  351.9  Gravel 
road  leads  N  4.9  mi.  to  cpgr.,  where  marked 
trail  to  Mt.  Mitchell  starts  in  NE  corner  of 
camping  area  left  of  road.  Near  top,  path 
goes  through  dark  green  forest  of  Fraser  Fir. 
Strenuous  Roundtrip  11  mi.  Camping. 

Grassy  Ridge  Bald  (6189  ft.)  (AT)  Popular 
hike  just  E  of  Roan  Mtn.  Easy  trip  over  bald 
grassy  mountain  top  with  superb  views  of 
North  Toe  River  Valley.  Black  Mtns.  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  acres  here  and  on  Roan  have  finest 
display  of  rhododendron  in  eastern  Amer¬ 
ica  —  peak  of  bloom  about  June  20.  From 
highway  through  Carver's  Gap  at  state  line, 


climb  steps;  follow  white  blazes  of  AT 
eastward  up  Round  Bald;  descend;  pick  up 
wire  fence  on  R  at  0.64  mi.;  cross  Jane  Bald; 
descend;  ascend  on  wide  trail;  pick  up 
fence  again  on  R  at  1.37  mi.  At.  1.5  mi.,  sight 
fence  ahead  on  mountain  and  leave  AT 
(which  goes  L);  keep  on  trail  straight  ahead, 
wide  at  first,  which  parallels  fence  up  to 
Grassy  Ridge.  Cross  Grassy  Ridge  Bald  and 
the  rest  of  Grassy  Ridge  to  gap,  0.2  mi.  S.  of 
south  summit,  which  has  scenic  campsite 
with  spring  on  little  trail  in  alder  down  on  E. 
side.  Just  S  of  gap  is  outcrop  with  views 
named  above.  Moderate  Route  trip  6.  mi. 
Camping. 

Linville  Gorge  (2600  ft.).  One  of  eastern 
America's  most  scenic  and  rugged  gorges.  It 
is  also  reputed  to  be  the  wildest  and  most 
treacherous  area  in  the  Blue  Ridge,  but  the 
risks  on  the  graded  trails  decribed  here  are 
no  greater  than  elsewhere  in  the  wilds  of 
the  Southern  Appalachians.  The  area  has 
been  set  aside  as  a  wilderness  by  the  U.S. 
Forest  Service.  Babel  Tower  Trail  begins  at 
sign  on  E  side  of  old  NC  105,  2.8  mi.  S.  from 
NC  183.  Trail  descends  into  gorge  and 
follows  Linville  River  down  to:  (a)  Sandy 
Flats  Trail,  primitive,  which  climbs  W  side  of 
gorge  precipitously  back  to  old  NC  105;  and 
(b)  Conley  Cover  Trail,  which  climbs  W  side 
of  gorge  on  graded  path  back  to  old  NC 
105.  None  of  these  is  a  circle  trip,  but  NC 
105  can  be  followed  back  to  starting  point  1 
mi.  from  end  of  (a)  or  2.9  mi.  from  end  of 
(b).  The  combination  of  Babel  Tower  Trail 
and  (c)  makes  a  hike  of  8  mi.  Before  starting 
into  gorge,  it  is  desirable  to  drive  to 
Wiseman's  View  recreation  site  on  old  NC 
105  1.5  mi.  S  of  start  of  Babel  Tower  Trail. 
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Here  the  gorge  can  be  scanned  from  over¬ 
looks  which  orient  the  hiker.  Moderate 
Route  trip  8  mi.  Camping. 

Shortoff  Mountain  (3000  ft.)  Highly  recom¬ 
mended  trip.  Moderate  walk  at  lower  end 
of  E  rim  of  Linville  Gorge  (Trail  90)  along 
series  of  cliffs  offering  unsurpassed  views 
into  gorge  with  Lake  James  as  a  backdrop  in 
distance.  Exit  from  1-40  at  Nebo-Lake  James 
Exit,  E  of  Marion.  Go  N  2.8  mi.;  turn  W  (L) 
onto  0.3  mi.;  next  turn  N  (R)  onto  NC  126, 
which  leads  around  Lake  James.  After  10  mi. 
cross  Linville  River;  go  1.2  mi.  farther;  turn 
onto  first  road  on  L,  Wolf  Pit  Road  (Forest 
Service  Rd.  117).  Take  road  2.4  mi.  to  turn¬ 
around  at  dead  end.  Park.  Walk  12  min. 
more,  reach  another  junction  —  go  either  R 
or  L.  In  13  min.  reach  third  junction;  take 
woodland  foot-path  straight  ahead  (W)  bet¬ 
ween  two  small  gashed  pie  trees  (gashes  are 
old),  avoiding  main  road  which  climbs 
steeply  R  and  side  road  to  L  which  goes 
steeply  downhill  (watch  this  point  on 
return;  it  is  each  to  go  downhill  on  wrong 
road.)  In  7  min.  arrive  first  observation 
point  on  cliffs.  Walk  N  as  far  as  desired 
along  edge  of  cliffs  on  tiny  trail  through 
rhododendron,  laurel,  and  sand  myrtle. 
Moderate  Roundtrip  5-7  mi.  Camping. 


Table  Rock  (4000  ft.)  and  Hawksbill  Moun¬ 
tain  (4017  ft.).  Two  well-known  peaks  with 
strange  formations  that  stand  out  on  the 
horizon  from  all  directions.  Near  Marion, 
take  US  221  to  Linville  Falls.  Turn  NE  onto 
NC  183;  go  4.5  mi.  to  junction  with  NC  181 
at  Jonas  Ridge.  Turn  R  (S)  onto  NC  181;  go  3 
mi.  and  make  R  turn  onto  Gingercake  Acres 
Road,  SR  1264.  After  0.4  mi.,  turn  L  at  fork 
onto  Forest  Service  Road  210  (SR  1265). 
Drive  down  ridge  3.4  mi.  to  Hawksbill  park¬ 
ing  spot  on  L.  From  here  walk  W  on  trail. 
After  15  min.,  go  sharply  L  (SW)  uphill  on 
side  trail  (leaving  main  trail  which  goes 
downhill  and  then  climbs  to  grotesque 
monolith  on  Sitting  Bear  Mtn.  in  45  min.). 
Ascend  20  min.  on  the  side  trail  to  rocky 
summit  of  Hawksbill  Mtn.  with  spectacular 
view  into  Linville  Gorge.  Return  to  car,  and 
resume  drive  down  ridge  for  2  mi.,  passing 
Spence  Ridge  Trail  at  1  mi.  On  reaching 
Forest  Service  Road  210-B  with  sign  reading 
"Table  Rock,"  go  R.  0.9  mi.  to  junction; 
turn  R  for  1.4  mi.  to  dead  end  at  Table  Rock 


picnic  area.  Park  and  take  trail  up  mountain 
to  summit  of  Table  Rock,  and  easy  hike  of 
30  min.  each  way.  The  unique  shape  of  this 
mountain  stands  alone  in  wild  beauty.  It 
towers  high  over  the  Piedmont,  which 
spreads  far  below  interlaced  with  the  bays 
and  coves  of  meandering  Lake  James.  Easy 
Roundtrip  5  mi. 

Yeates  Knob  (5920  ft.)  from  Balsam  Gap.  The 
trip  to  Yeates  Knob  (also  known  as  Big  Butt) 
offers  beautiful  forests,  the  best  view  of  Mt. 
Mitchell,  and  huckleberries  and  black¬ 
berries  in  August.  Trail  begins  on  BR  Pkwy 
on  N  side  of  cut  150  paces  north  of  (below) 
the  Balsam  Gap  parking  area,  mi.  359.9.  The 
cut  has  a  grassy  slope  and  trail  will  be  found 
at  the  highest  point.  It  starts  in  a  descent 
and  goes  along  the  ridge  generally  N.  Sum¬ 
mit  of  Point  Misery  is  about  half  way.  The 
next  ascent  is  the  steep  climb  up  Little  Butt. 
The  trail  goes  along  a  narrow  ridge,  then 
around  E  side  of  Yeates  Knob.  It  continues 
down  to  Cane  River  Gap  on  NC  197.  A  faint 
trail  goes  to  summit  of  Yeates  Knob,  but 
views  are  somewhat  limited  by  trees  and 
bushes.  Best  views  are  from  the  trail  N  of 
Little  Butt.  Roundtrip  is  about  8  mi.;  if  Cane 
River  Gap  is  destination,  14  mi.  Moderate 
Camping. 

BLUE  RIDGE  PARKWAY 

(F-1  to  B-2)  The  Blue  Ridge  Parkway, 
America's  most  popular  scenic  parkway,  is  a 
unique  mountain-top  drive  designed  solely 
for  vacation  travel.  Built  at  an  average  ele¬ 
vation  of  over  3,000  feet,  no  commercial  ve¬ 
hicles  are  allowed.  The  Parkway  is  469  miles 
in  length  spanning  the  mountains  between 
Shenandoah  and  the  Great  Smoky  Moun¬ 
tains  National  Park.  Approximately  250 
miles  of  the  Parkway  are  in  North  Carolina. 
Numerous  mountain  resorts  and  attrac¬ 
tions  such  as  "Horn  in  the  West,"  a  popular 
outdoor  drama  at  Boone,  Land  of  Oz, 
Tweetsie  Railroad  and  Grandfathjer  Moun¬ 
tain  are  located  within  easy  access  of  the 
Parkway.  More  than  100  scenic  overlooks 
are  provided. 

Near  Spruce  Pine  is  the  Museum  of  North 
Carolina  minerals  which  contains  exhibits 
of  most  of  the  300  kinds  of  minerals  and 
gemstones  found  in  North  Carolina.  The 
museum  is  open  May  1  through  October. 

Spectacular  views  are  at  Devil's  Court¬ 
house  (C-3),  an  unusual  rock  formation 
near  Beech  Gap;  Water  rock  Knob 
Overlook  (C-3)  near  Cherokee  and  Hein- 
tooga  Overlook  near  Maggie  Valley.  The 
Richland  Balsam  Overlook  (C-3)  at  5,053 
feet  is  the  highest  point  on  the  Parkway 
motor  road. 
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CAMPING 

Camping  is  permitted  along  the  Parkway 
only  at  five  designated  areas.  None  of  the 
Parkway  campgrounds  offer  electrical 
hookups,  water  hookups,  showers  or  pit 
toilets.  Only  the  facility  at  Mount  Pisgah  has 
a  dump  station.  All  of  the  Parkway  camp¬ 
grounds  do  have  flush  toilets.  Evening 
interpretive  programs  are  presented  at  the 
Parkway  campgrounds. 

Doughton  Park  (E-1)  located  at  milepost 
241.1  at  an  elevation  of  3,508  ft.,  the  6,430- 
acre  park  offers  26  trailer  sites  and  110  tent 
sites.  Nearby  is  a  store,  coffee  shop,  gas  sta¬ 
tion  and  a  24-room  lodge.  Twenty  miles  of 
trails  wind  through  profuse  laurel,  azalea 
and  rhododendron.  (Open  May  1-Octo- 
ber). 

Julian  Price  Memorial  Park  (D-1)  Located  at 
milepost  297.1  the  3,900-acre  park  has  68 
trailer  sites  and  129  tent  sites.  It  is  open  all 
year. 

Linville  Falls  (D-2)  Located  at  milepost  316.3. 
the  3,000-acre  park  has  20  trailer  sites  and  55 
tent  sites.  There  is  a  self-guided  trail  to 
spectacular  views  of  the  Linville  Waterfalls 
and  Linville  Gorge,  a  "wild  area"  of  the 
Pisgah  National  Forest.  It  is  open  all  year. 

Crabtree  Meadows  (D-1)  Located  at  mile¬ 
post  339.5  the  253-acre  park  has  22  trailer 
sites  and  71  tent  sites.  Crabtree  Falls  is  a  40- 
minute  hike  away  from  the  campground. 
Open  May  1  through  October. 

Mt.  Pisgah  (C-3)  Located  at  milepost  408.6 
the  690-acre  park  has  70  trailer  sites  and  70 
tent  sites.  There  is  a  nearby  restaurant, 
campstore,  gas  station  and  lodge. 

OTHER  AREAS 

In  addition  to  the  five  campgrounds 
other  scenic  attractions  are  located  along 
the  Parkway.  They  are: 

Cumberland  Knob  (E-1)  Just  south  of  the 
Virginia  state  line  at  an  elevation  of  2855  ft. 
Cumberland  Knob  includes  1,000  acres  with 
a  picnic  area,  comfort  stations,  drinking 
water  and  foot  trails.  Galax  and  laurel  grow 
profusely.  Overnight  accommodations  are 
nearby  at  Roaring  Gap,  Sparta  and  other 
towns  on  access  roads. 

E.  B.  Jeffress  Park  (E-1)  Elevation  3,550  ft. 
There  is  a  comfort  station,  drinking  water 
and  self-guided  trail  to  a  mountain  stream 
which  cascades  several  hundred  feet. 

Craggy  Gardens  (D-2)  This  700-acre  park  is 
famous  for  natural  gardens  of  pink  (Cataw¬ 
ba)  rhododendron  which  bloom  in  mid- 
June.  At  an  elevation  of  5,892  ft.  this  facility 
includes  a  picnic  area,  comfort  station, 


visitor  center,  self-guided  trail,  drinking 
water  and  hiking  trail.  Accommodations  are 
available  at  Asheville  and  other  nearby 
towns. 

CAPE  HATTERAS 
NATIONAL  SEASHORE 

(M-2  and  M-3)  On  the  Outer  Banks  in 
Dare  and  Hyde  counties,  the  National 
Seashore  covers  some  28,000  acres 
of  land  on  Bodie,  Hatteras  ■ 

and  Ocracoke  Islands  and  stretches  ' 
along  70  miles  of  open  beach  .  • 

famed  for  surfcasting.  It  is  accessible 
by  paved  roads 
connecting  with 
Highways  NC  158 
and  US  64-264  near 
Nags  Head  and 
Manteo  and  a  free 
State  ferry  across 
Hatteras  Inlet. 

CAMPING 

Camping  is  permitted  year  around  at 
three  campgrounds  and  five  in  the  summer. 
Access  to  the  camping  areas  is  on  a  first- 
come,  first-served  basis.  There  is  a  limit  of 
14  days  year  around.  Trailers  are  permitted 
at  all  campgrounds;  however,  no  utility 
connections  are  provided. 

Oregon  Inlet.  Located  on  the  south  shore 
of  Bodie  Island  near  the  bridge  to  Hatteras 
Island,  there  are  120  sites.  A  comfort  station, 
outdoor  showers,  water,  grills  and  tables 
are  available.  Open  all  year. 

Salvo.  Located  32  miles  south  of  Nags  Head 
on  NC  12  (Hatteras  Island)  there  are  141 
sites  with  grills,  tables,  drinking  water,  out¬ 
door  showers  and  a  comfort  station.  Open 
May  1  through  Labor  Day. 

Frisco.  Located  5  miles  northeast  of  Hatteras 
Village  on  NC  12  there  are  136  sites  with 
grills,  drinking  water,  tables,  outdoor  show¬ 
ers  and  a  comfort  station.  Open  May  1 
through  Labor  Day. 

Cape  Point.  Located  at  Buxton  near  the 
Cape  Hatteras  Lighthouse,  there  are  203 
sites  with  drinking  water,  grills,  tables  and  a 
comfort  station.  Open  all  year. 

Ocracoke.  Located  on  the  ocean  side  of 
Ocracoke  Island  there  are  132  sites  with 
drinking  water,  grills,  tables  and  pit  toilets. 
Open  all  year.

The  Bodie  Island  Visitor  Center  near 
Bodie  Island  Lighthouse,  the  Museum  of 
the  Sea  near  Cape  Hatteras  Lighthouse  and 
the  Visitor  Center  at  Silver  Lake  Marina  in 
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Surf  fishing  on  Outer  Banks 


Ocracoke  Village  are  other  attractions. 

Hatteras  Lighthouse,  tallest  in  America,  is 
open  daily  so  visitors  can  climb  to  the  top. 
Nature  trails  are 


Pea  Island  National  Wildlife  Refuge  is 
within  the  Park  and  is  administered  by  the 
U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service.  It  includes  5,- 
880  acres  on  Hatteras  Island  between  Pam¬ 
lico  Sound  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  There 
are  paved  parking  turnouts  near  walkways 
into  the  Refuge  which  is  a  winter  home  of 
Greater  Snow  Geese  and  dozens  of  other 
species  of  birds.  The  Refuge  is  closed  to  all 
hunting.  Beaches  are  open  for  public  use, 
but  permission  to  walk  through  fenced 
areas  on  the  sound  side  of  Hatteras  should 
be  obtained  from  Refuge  Headquarters  on 
the  Hatteras  Highway. 

CAPE  LOOKOUT 
NATIONAL  SEASHORE 

Congress  has  approved  Cape  Lookout 
National  Seashore  but  development  has  not 
been  completed.  When  the  Seashore  is 
opened,  it  will  extend  58  miles  from  Ocra¬ 
coke  Inlet  to  Beaufort  Inlet. 

HAGAN-STON  PARK 

Hagan-Stone  Park  (G-2)  Owned  and 
operated  by  the  City  of  Greensboro,  Hagan 
Stone  Park  is  10  miles  S.  of  Greensboro  just 
off  Highway  22.  It  has  57  camp  sites  with 
electricity  and  water  and  16  sites  that  have 
water  only.  One  central  bath  house  serves 
the  camp  area.  Free  firewood  and  dumping 
station  are  available. 

Picnicking,  fishing,  horseback  riding, 
boat  rides,  a  museum,  nature  trails  and 
other  recreational  activities  are  offered.  For 
more  information,  write  Parks  Department, 
City  of  Greensboro,  N.  C.  27402. 

ASHEVILLE 

The  City  of  Asheville  now  operates  two 
outdoor  recreation  areas.  Bee  Tree  Lake  (C- 
■  2)  is  primarily  a  trout  fishing  lake  with  faci¬ 
lities  for  camping  (53  campsites),  swimming 
and  picnicking.  Electricity  and  water  con¬ 
nections  are  available. 

Lake  Julian,  a  bass  fishing  lake,  has 
recently  become  a  very  popular  lake  for 
private  sailboats.  The  park  area  also  offers 
picnicking  and  accommodations  for  family 
type  outings;  however,  camping  is  not  per¬ 
mitted  at  Lake  Julian.

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Canoeing  Jtfolmbing 


Canoeing  is  a  popular  activity  in  all  re¬ 
gions  of  North  Carolina;  however,  the 
mountains  of  western  North  Carolina  pro¬ 
bably  exceed  the  State's  other  two  regions 
in  popularity  due  to  the  numerous  swift 
whitewater  streams  that  provide  thrills  and 
exciting  challenges  to  even  the  most  ex¬ 
perienced  canoers. 

Among  the  more  popular  mountain 
streams  are:  the  French  Broad  River,  Little 
Tennessee,  Nantahala,  North  Toe  and  Toe 
River,  Oconaluftee  and  Raven  Fork  River, 
South  Fork  of  the  New  River  and  the 
Tuckaseigee. 

A  note  of  caution  is  advised  for  the  inex¬ 
perienced  canoers  because  most  of  the 
mountain  streams  are  swift  and  rugged. 

In  the  Piedmont  section  of  the  state  are 
also  a  number  of  streams  which  will  ac¬ 
commodate  canoers.  Among  the  most 
popular  of  these  are:  The  Catawba  River, 
Dan  River,  Eno  River,  Fisher  River,  Haw 
River,  Johns  River,  Kerr  Recreation  Area, 
Little  River,  Uwharrie  River  and  the  Yadkin 
River. 

In  eastern  North  Carolina,  the  following 
streams  are  frequented  by  canoers:  Black 
River,  Cape  Fear,  Fishing  Creek,  Lumber 
River,  Merchant's  Millpond,  N.E.  Cape 
Fear,  Six  Runs  Creek,  South  River,  Trent 
River,  Waccamaw  River  and  White  Oak 
River.

CLIMBING 

The  rugged,  wild  terrain  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina's  high  country  offers  a  unique  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  climber.  Here,  he  may  choose 
from  among  craggy  cliffs  of  two  remote 
National  Wilderness  areas  or  from  the  more 
accessible  State  Park  areas. 

There  are  attractions  aplenty  for  both  the 
experienced  and  amateurs. 

In  the  Wilderness  Areas  at  Shining  Rock 
just  south  of  Asheville  and  Linville  Gorge 
near  Grandfather  Mountain  are  rugged 
cliffs  which  will  excite  the  imagination  of 
even  the  most  climbers.  Scattered  through¬ 
out  the  Pisgah  and  Nantahala  National 
Forest  are  other  equally  challenging  but 
remote  rocky  pinnacles. 


A  few  of  the  most  favorite  climbing  areas 
are  listed  below: 

Linville  Gorge  Wilderness  Area  —  In¬ 
cluding  some  7,600  acres  of  rugged  terrain, 
this  area  offers  some  of  the  best  climbing 
opportunities  in  eastern  America.  Located 
west  of  Marion,  the  gorge  offers  several 
climbs  with  varying  degrees  of  difficulty.  A 
permit  is  required  to  enter  the  area  and  can 
be  obtained  from  the  National  Forest  Ser¬ 
vice  office  in  Marion. 

Table  Rock  —  Located  just  outside  of  the 
Linville  Gorge  Wilderness  Area,  a  400-foot 
vertical  wall  has  both  bolted  and  unbolted 
routes  on  conventional  face  and  crack  clim¬ 
bing.  Permits  are  not  required. 

Shortoff  Mountain  —  Located  south  of 
Table  Rock,  outside  the  Wilderness  Area, 
this  400-foot  wall  presents  classic  face  and 
crack  climbs  on  the  Carolina  and  Gold 
Coast  Walls  with  excellent  exposure. 

Looking  Glass  Rock  —  This  rocky  face 
mountain  presents  a  wall  that  towers  almost 
500-feet  and  is  located  near  U.S.  276  north 
of  Brevard  in  the  Pisgah  National  Forest.  It 
offers  friction  and  face  climbing. 

Stone  Mountain  State  Park  —  Some  15-20 
climbs  are  available  here  which  offer  ex¬ 
cellent  friction  climbing.  The  defoliated 
dome  is  located  five  miles  southwest  of 
Roaring  Gap  off  U.S.  21. 

Hanging  Rock  State  Park  —  Located  32 
miles  north  of  Winston-Salem,  climbs  are 
available  on  Moore's  Knob  and  Cook's 
Wall. 

Pilot  Mountain  State  Park  —  Located  24 
miles  north  of  Winston-Salem  off  U.S.  52, 
face  climbing  is  available  on  Little  Pinnacle. 

Although  permits  are  not  required  in 
state  park  areas,  it  is  a  good  idea  to  notify 
park  officials  that  you  will  be  climbing. 

Don't  attempt  an  ascent  unless  you  are 
accompanied  by  experienced  climbers  and 
have  been  instructed  properly.  Although 
the  walls  are  on  public  property,  some  of 
the  adjacent  areas  are  privately  owned.  You 
should  obtain  permission  before  crossing 
or  using  private  property  in  any  manner. 

Also,  preserve  the  environment.  The  use 
of  chocks  and  other  temporary  artificial  aids 
leave  a  wall  in  as  good  condition  as  you 
found  it. 
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Private  Campgrounds 

Most  of  North  Carolina's  campgrounds  are  privately 
owned. 

Dispersed  throughout  the  state,  from  the  mountains  to 
the  seashore,  are  more  than  300  privately  owned  camp¬ 
grounds  which  offer  in  excess  of  15,000  campsites. 

They  vary  with  the  terrain. 

You  may  choose  a  campsite  along  the  sandy  shores 
of  the  Atlantic  Ocean  where  the  pounding  surf  will  lull  you  to 
sleep. 

Or  perhaps  you  prefer  a  more  tranquil  setting  among 
the  gentle  hills  of  the  piedmont  where  such  activities  as 
golf,  tennis,  hiking  or  boating  are  nearby. 

And  for  the  mountain  lovers,  North  Carolina  is  indeed  a 
camper's  paradise.  Here,  among  the  highest  mountains  in 
eastern  America  you  may  choose  the  degree  of  altitude  and 
remoteness  which  you  like  best. 

Privately  owned  campgrounds  in  North  Carolina  are 
listed  alphabetically  by  town.  The  towns  in  which  they  are 
located  are  keyed  to  the  official  highway  map.  Information 
contained  here  was  provided  by  the  individual  campground 
owners.
